PrYONDON, Oct. 21.—The negotia- 


tions between British officials and 
Irish leaders today barely escaped 
being definitely broken off, and for 
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a time it seemed possible that the 
Sinn Fein delegates would return | 
to Dublin tonight, it was learned aft- 
er today’s adojurnment to Monday 
was taken. The Irish delegates atill 
were apprehensive this afternoon 
that the session scheduled for next 
Monday might be the last. 

No progress was made at today’s 
meeting, it is said, a combination of 
events bringing about what virtually 
amounted to an impasse. The Goyv- 
ernment delegates, according to Sinn 
Fein sources, took violent exception 
1o Mamonn de Valere’s message tu 
the Pope, and this, with other sub- 
jecta, including that of Ulster, 
which were down for discussion, left 
the negotiations hanging by a string. 

The Dail delegates are very much 
depressed this afternoon, for there is 
little doubt that the delegation was 
anxious to reach some sort of an 
agreement. One of the Irish dele- 
gates said gloomily: 

‘The ship is barely afloat.’’ 

There are no plans for any meet- | 
inga between members of the two 
delegations over the week-end. Con- | 
sequently, the situation must hang 
fire, it is understood, until Monday's 
session, which will be faced with the 
decigion of whether it is to be “peace 
or war.” 

Sinn Fein headquarters here issued 
a statement declaring only minor 
breaches of the truce had been com- 
mitted on the Sinn Fein side and al- 
leging serious breaches by the crown 
forces. 

These latter breaches, the state- 
ment says, were “not the result of 
Irish provocation, but definitely in- 

ted and encouraged by a high 
source in Dublin Castle.”

I met Rosen- 
‘heim up there and he told me the 
‘city scales were out of order, but 
he added that the weights could be 
‘fixed’ all rights. I told him that 
we only wanted credit for what the 
railroad scales showed. ‘If you can 
show us we'll get an even break in 
‘that respect,’ I told Rosenheim, 
‘‘we'll give you 75 cents .or $1 a ton 
for all we gain over city weights, 
‘and $25 a month salary.’ 

“Rosenheim agreed and said that

Rosenheim declared to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, also in the presence 
of Chief Hoagland, that Kleine had 
made the suggestion of payments for 
changing the weight figures. Rosen- 
heim has been a city clerk for four 
years. He lives with his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Emanuel Rosenheim, his 
father being an employe of a depart- 
ment store. Rosenheim said: 

“IT lost my money fooling with 
women. I overspent my salary about 
$45 or $50 a week. I figure that I 
received about $2000 from the St. 
Clair Coal Co., from shortly after 
Christmas, 1917, to the fall of either 
1919 or 1920. I haven’t gotten any 
money from them for about a year, 
at least. This thing first started 
when Ed Kleine came to investigate 
the scales and suggested it. Final- 
ly, my conscience troubled me and 
I called it all off.” 

Rosenheim said he once went to 
Kleine’s home to collect money, but 
that at other times. payments were 
made in cash in the lobby and in a 
wash-room in the Central National 
Bank Building. Kleine denied he 
ever had paid money at his home to 
Rosenheim.

Cambridge Again Votes Against 
Women. 
By the Aesociated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 21.—Cambridge 
University yesterday again voted 
against granting women membership 
in the university by a majority of 
214. On Dec. 8 last the university 
refused women membership by a 
vote of 908 to 1712. It was voted, 
however, to give women titular de- 
grees by diploma. This recom- 
mendation was adopted by a major- 
ity of 642.

Flauling of the city’s garbage to 
Summit, in Washington County, 62 
miles southwest of St. Louis, affects 


the attractiveness of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad as a carrier and en- 
titles it to a high garbage rate, at- 
torneys for the road said yesterday 
to the Public Service Commission tin 
combatting the city’s effort to have 
the rate reduced from 11 cents to 4 
cents per hundredweight. 

It was pointed out that passenger 
trains, including the road's most- 
gdvertised train, the Sunshine Spe- 
clal, pases the garbage dump, often 
gt meal times. 

The city is contending that the 
yoad’s rate on other refuse similar 
to garbage is 4 cents per reget 
weight and the city should be re- 
quired to pay no more. From Feb. 
15 to Oct. 15, the Missouri Pacific 
hauled 70.490.750 pounds of S5&t. 
Louls garbage on which the city 
paid $77,461.73. At the 4-cent rate, 
ft would have paid only $28,167.90.

| The fertile fields of Anatolia rival 
those of the most productive Ameri- 
‘can state. Wheat is the principal 
commodity of the thrifty Turkish 
and Kurd farmers. They raise suf- 
ficient quantities to feed a continent. 
When King Constantine’s army made 
its memorable 300-mile advance 
from Ushak into the heart of the 
Kemalist country, it found hundreds 
of thousands of tons of wheat and 
grain. It is the plan of tHe Greek 
Government to market this huge 
treasure in an effort to bring the 
jreek curfency back to par.

But there 
is nothing jocular in the spectacle of Judges ques- 
tioning jurors as to whether they will convict in liquor 
cases, nor is there anything humorous in the vocifer- 
ations from various official quarters that prohibition 
must be enforced “because it is the law.” 

The United States, however, is not alohe in its 
prohibition troubles. Norway is finding difficulty in 
maintaining its restrictions, mild and even tentative 
though they be in comparison with our 99 1-2 per cent 


verboten. Liquor smuggling has developed into such 


their late enemies to the allies.” 

That this and kindred questions should have been 
manfully attacked long ago—as soon, indeed, as the 
war was over—is only too patent now. That was the 
task of statesmen everywhere. That was the work 
of reconstruction—to face the facts and to devise 
measures and policies which would meet the facts. 

Statesmanship failed everywhere, but nowhere was 
the failure more ignominious than here in the United 
States. Here precious time was sinned away for the 
purpose of partisan political gain.. Our leaders took 
the position that Europe could sink or swim; it didn’t 
concern us much which she did. That sort of bom- 
bast went well enough with the country still in the 
feverish prosperity of war, but it does not go well 
now. We now realize that we must trade with Europe 
if we are going to have prosperity here. 

With Lloyd George preaching good will to Germany 
and with President Harding thinking and talking in- 
ternationally there is ground for hope that the na- 
tions will get together and will pool their resources 
of mind and pocket for a revival of world trade and 
the passing of world unemployment.

ABOUT SKULLS. 


ROF. MOOREHEAD thinks that not too 

much scientific importance is to be at- 
tached to the skeleton found over at the Ca- 
hokia Mounds this week, which reminds us of 
one of the most amusing observations we ever 
made. When Just a Minute wasa _ boy he 
helped his father make a collection of skulls 
from the mounds of the region around St. Louis. 
These were sent to Washington for scientific 
study. Probably they have never been un- 
packed. There is a wealth of material in the 
basement of the Smithsonian Institution that 
has never been unpacked. It was simply ex- 
humed at one point and buried at another. 


At any rate, the remarkable thing about 
these skulls was their resemblance to the heads 
Just a Minute had familiarly seen people wear- 
ing. A boy is a boy, and comparative science 
appeals strongly to him. Therefore, it was our 
custom to call the different skulls “Mr. Smith,” 
“Mr. Jones,”’ “Mrs. Thompson,” etc., according 
to their resemblance. In that way we found 
most of our neighbors and acquaintances, as 
well as the principal Characters in the Iliad 
and the Odyssey. Shakspeare we found buried 
in a manner befitting his fame, with all his 
valued possession about him. Martin Luther 
lay in the midst of strife, where most of the 
Indians showed plainly still the wounds by 
which they had died. One of these exhibits 
we took out and preserved. It showed a war 
arrow sticking in the backbone of an Indian— 
evidently the injury that had gent the aforesaid 
warwhoop to the happy hunting ground. This 
relic may be seen at the Monticello Seminary, 
Godfrey, Ill. 

But to our muttons. From that youthful ex- 
perience Just a Minute became but a faint be- 
liever in the theory that human skulls are an 
index to culture. There had not been any too 
much culture in prehistoric time around St. 
Louis, yet from the skulls in the mounds there 
should have been all the light and learning en- 
joyed by Athens in the time of Pericles if we 
were to judge culture in that way. 


Years after those skulls were collected we 
visited the cliff dwelling region of Southwest- 
ern Colorado. The State of Colorado has a 
quite complete collection of skulls from those 
cliff dwellings, and Just a Minute took ocea- 
sion while in Denver to go and see if they 
bore out his theory of skulls. You know it 
has been one of the practices of science to 
show us_ very odd skulls as those of men dat- 
ing far back. The Neanderthal Man, for in- 
stance, looked like a gorilla. 
This has been true as well 
of every attempt to restore an old-timer. We 
have been led to suppose that Pre-glacial man 
looked like a chimpanzee and that for a very 
long time all men had beetling brows, bone- 
cracking jaws, huge nostrils and great meat- 
rending teeth.

the midst of our usual snow- 

storm. The bad weather con- 
tinued to Sept. 17, when there 
was a sudden change. This 
time we did not hurry or rush 
to the upper camp, but utilized 
the day by climbing a snow peak 
21,300 feet high to the south. 
Leaving camp _at 2 o'clock in 
the morning, with 13 degrees 
of frost, we climbed up to the 
ridge post camp at 20,000 feet. 
The moon was full and made 
the going as easy as by daylight. 
Every peak from Makalu to 
Mount Everest stood out sharp- 
ly in the brilliant, clear atmos- 
phere and even Kanchenjunga 
and Jannu, though 80 miles 
away, were clearly visible.

Another four years and the first 
treaty of alliance between Great 
Britain and Japan again affirmed 
Korean independence. 

Three times, specifically—yet, on 
Aug. 22, 1910, five years after the 
close of the Russo-Japanese War, the 
Government of Japan formally an- 
nounced the annexation of Korea. 

The chief ground upon which this 
annexation has subsequently been 
defended is that the national security 
of Japan demanded it. The interna- 
tional situation had changed, a new 
danger menaced the Japanese Em- 
pire—and away went the premise 
upon which these earlier promises 
had been based. 

Russia the Bugaboo. 

It was Russia, principally, that 
alarmed the Japanese. Russia, with 
millions of acres all her own 
undeveloped, was pushing east for 
more. The war of 1904-5 had checked 
her. But to the Japanese it did not 
seem to remove the threat of future 
danger. 

* Moreover, a few years before the 
war, Great Britain moved into Wei- 
haiweil and Germany into Tsingtau

The bond feature has been care- 
fully prepared and goes into every 
detail in regard to the method of 
printing, issuing, selling and retir- 
ing of the bonds. Because of the fact 
that there probably will be no funds 
on hand to meet the first interest 
payment the bill provides that the 
first interest coupon shall fall due 
one year after sale. The bonds may 
be registered with the Secretary of 
State.

bond feature is absolutely iron clad 
and the best that has ever been writ- 
ten into a Missouri law. In event

The weather had improved slightly | 
and we were full of hope that the, 
monsoon was ending, But the night) 
before starting there was lightning, a) 
most unusual feature at Kharta.

We passed 
through barley fields, now fast ripen-| 
ing and turning golden. Curious to) 
relate; the barley at 14,000 feet was) 
riper than that at 12,000 feet. pay 
ing the last house we pushed on for) 
two miles, finally camping near the, 
river on grassy flats carpeted with | 
gentians, one a dark blue, with 10) 
starlike petals. The weather was) 
threatening and drizzly, but that did 
not prevent us irom enjoying a bon- 
fire of juniper after dinner, the last 
bonfire to be seen for many days. 


Flowers With Overpowering Odors. 

The following day was wet at 
starting. with clouds low down in the 
valley, and we saw much white ro- 
meda on the hillside. After going a 
short way we passed the surveyors’ 
camp, for the weather had prevented 
their work. As we rose higher, the 
rain became snow and by the time, 
we arrived at our advanged base 
camp it was snowing steadily. 

The camp is situated at an eleva- 
tion of more than 17,000 feet in a 
small grassy hollow with good shel- 
@er from the wind. From the camp 
in clear weather there is a fine view 
of Mount Everest westward and also 
of the big glaciated peaks northward. 
By the side of our tent was a regu- 
tar Alpine garden with three kinds 
of gentians; lovely little white saxi- 
frage, inside of whose yellow cups 


were yellow and brown spots; pretty 
pink androsage; dwarf blue delphin- 
iums! with a single deep blue flower 
and light blue musk scented delphin- 
ium, with an overpowering odor. The

In the afternoon we were in the 


‘|midst of our usual snowstorm. The 


bad weather continued to Sept. 17, 
when there was a sudden change, 
This time we did not hurry or rush 
to the upper camp, but utilized the 
day by climbing a snow peak 21,300 
feet high to the south. Leaving camp | 
at 2 o’clock in the morning, with 13 
degrees of frost, we climbed up to 
the ridge post camp at 20,000 feet. 
The moon was full and made the 


going as easy as by daylight. Every 
_peak from Makalu to Mount Everest 


stood out sharply in the brilliant, 
«ear atmosphere and even Kanchen- 
junga and Jannu, though 80 miles 
away, were clearly visible. The still- 
ness was most wonderful. I never 
have seen the moon shine as bright- 
ly. Far away to the south over the 
plains there was constant lightning. 


|As the gray dawn gradually began 


to show on the East we could make 
out great thunder clouds rising over 
the distant plains and dominating a 
huge sea of cloud extending below 
over Nepal and Sikkim.

We gradually ascended a part of 
the conical snowpeak which Mallory 
climbed a month ago from Kama 
Valley. ae 

Track of Wild, Hairy Man. 

After climbing through an icefall, 
offering few difficulties, we followed 
the long and occasionally steep as- 
cent with the snow rather soft to the 
top of the pass. Even at these 
heights there were curious tracks in, 
the snow. We distinguished a hare 
and fox tracks, but one mark, like 
that of a human foot, was most puz- 
ziing. The codlies assured us that 
was the track of a wild, hairy man 
and that these men occasionally are 
to be found in the wildest and most 
inaccessible mountains. 

From the top\of the pass there 
was a wonderful view of Everest, 
now, only a couple of miles away. 
Below us was a steep descent of 1000 
feet onto a glacier which finds its 
way, after many turns and twists, to 
the main Rongbuxk glacier. Immedi- 
ately opposite was a col about 24,600 


Never was seen such a wonderful 
sunrise. Westward toward the icy 
cliffs of Mount Everest, now white 
and with a deep purple sky behind, 
all of a sudden the whole mountain 
crest became golden purple, the sky 
changing to a deep orange. Shafts 
of sunlight almost simultaneously 
struck the rocky crest of Maktala. A | 
few minutes later the vast sea of 
cloud glowed with a rosy light. Like 
live things all the high peaks 
emerged from that great sea, from 
the distant peaks of the trans- 
Himalayan range on the watershed 
of the Brahamaputra, to the great 
mass of Kanchenjunga. 

We reached the top of the peak at 
8 o'clock and looked across the Kama 
valley at the huge mass of Bakalu 
still towering 7000 feet above us, 
while Mount Everest with its precip- 
itous faces looked down on us from 
the West. 

Warm, Sunny Camp at 20,000 Feet. 

The following day a further snow- 
fall postponed our departure for the 
upper camp. but Sept. 20 broke fine 
and clear. Messrs. Mallory, Bullock, 
Wheeler and Morshead started off 
for the camp at 20,000 feet to which 
we were going the following day

serious interference from the law, | 
and the wayfarer knew no better) 
highway than the rough timber trail. | 
But times are changing and educa-/| 
|tion is exerting its uplifting influ- | 
| ehce. 
| Captain George M. Ford, born a! 
| mountaineer and educated in one of | 
ithe foremost universities of the'| 
‘country, has recently become S‘ate_ 
| Superintendent of Free Schools, and 
‘in that capacity has been giving 
|much of his time to the needs of. 
| the southwest. 
| “Sehools in the mountain coun-| 
| ties,” said Capt. Ford, “may not have

| “Wyoming County is one of the 
' most remote sections of the State. It} 
‘is largely agricultural and poorly | 
‘served by railroads. Schoo! officials 
have had much difficulty in locating 
schools and providing the necessary 
teaching staff because the compul- 
sory education law does not require 
pupils to walk more than two miles 
to school and the fwWhnds available 
have made it imnpossible to sprinkle 
the territory with enough school 
buildings. 

“The poor roads tn Wyoming also 
have had their influence on educa- 
tion. But when .one has mentioned 
Wyoming one has disposed of the 
worst. Conditions are much better 
in the four other counties. although | 
Mingo’s roads are still poor and 
there is room for improvement in | 
Logan. Each, however, has under | 
way an ambitious road improvement | 
program. As for schools, both Mingo | 
and Logan are well equipped. | 

“Most of the school buildings in ; 
these counties are of the one-room 
type. but thev are rapidly civing way 
'to the modern consolidated school. 
There are now such schools tin every 
county, and they are increasing as 
' the road program is being comnleted 
and bus lines are beire established 
to transport pupils to and from their 
homes. | 

“To get away from the stereotyned 
form of buildings. we have.employed 
an architect to desien modern, light 
and commodious structures.” | 

McDowell County is among the | 
best develoned counties In the State. ' 
Tt was a pioneer in the movement 
‘for better hichwavs and its free 
schools have attracted wide atten- 
tion. In the county seat. Welch, 
achool . buildings are of the most 
modern design. while there is a 
hosnital for miners which ts classed 
by physicians as one of the best hos- | 
pitals In the State. The McDowell | 
County post of the American Legion 
recently completed a fine home, the | 
only legion post in West Virginia to 
own [ts own quarters. 

Monument for Taw and Order. 

The movement for law and order 
in the county was shown when two) 
companies of the new West Vir-) 
cinta National Guard*were accepted | 
for Federal service. During the re-| 
cent labor disturbances 1229 men. 
many of them leaders in the pubtic 
and industrial life of the county, vol- 
unteered for service in Logan Coun- 
ty. 

The coal deposits of McDowell are 
particularly valuable, and a large 
number of new coal mining com 
panies have recently commenced op- 
eration. This. according to Houston | 
G. Young, Secretary of State, “indi- | 
cates complete development of the) 
territory within the next few years.” 

Two new railroads have also been 
projected into Logan, one to connect 
with the Norfolk & Western Rail- 
road in Mingo County, and thé other 
to connect with the Virginian Rail- 
road. A branch line of the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railroad now enters 
the county from Huntington.

In some cases I found that the 
jumper dress was favored because it 
could be made “different,” and yet 
at the same time might suit all; that
